their own was. Corra}ied on these, re- 
perves they are made Victims of cries 
and have nothing to do. They arc 
kept out of citizenship. Under pres- 
ent conditions they will ultiaatcly dis- 
appear aa a race becoming #0 few as 
to be absorbed. 

Britain has been careful to keep her 
treaties and treat the Indians fairly 
Yet iv is one of the great probleaw 
to be considered. Present conditions 
make the work of missions among 
Indians very. discouraging. Every 
Christian church ‘Woild favéad 
task if the Indians’ were granted ci 
zenship and responsibility. If there is 
anything out of harmont it is for 
professing Christians (like the Inde 
ans) ta be in a state of dependence.

UNDER FIRE. 


British Officer Tells. How the Passtve 
Party Takes It. 


A British officer gives the following 
account of his impressions under fire: 

“There ts a good deal of rot talked 
of heroism at‘present. If it ts all true 
there are many millions of heroes in 
Europe just now, and I leave that to 
you, I've found it harder to go 
straight in life than go under fire. I 
don’t think men find it bard to go un- 
der fire. First of all, there is a mass 
suggestion and the tradition of your 
people to give you a blas to bravery. 
Then when you are in the thick of it 
you forget psychology after awhile 
and get interested in the explosions. 

“When thoroughly warmed up you 
care nothing about your own akin— 
you forget you've got a skin—but you 
are very hot about damaging the 
hides of the ruMans who are the 
cause of that fiendish noise. You 
want to hurt them badly and make 
them feel infernally sorry. When, you 
do get cold feet is before you've start- 
ed for a hot place. When you are at 
the base your imagination is far 
worse than shrapnel. 

“Certainly when you do come un- 
der fire for the first time you feel sure 
you cannot survive, ‘I shall never 
Hive through this,’ you keep saying to 
yourself. The noises are abrupt, er- 
ratic and shockingly violent and the 
mess made {s very nasty, but when 
you recognize your number fs certain- 
ly up you sort of congeal—you lose 
recollection of your body and become 
only a clear and observant point of 
Intelligence, doing your job subcon- 
sciously but surely, like a man dead 
in everything but his eyes, When you 
are out of It you ‘come to,” so to 
speak, and can hardly believe you are 
still really in one piece. Then you 
find yourself very pleased, smiling all 
over and shaking a little for a long 
time afterward.’

to introduce bills,nnd will confizé its 
legislative proposals to measures for 
prosecution of the war.” 24 

A. Bonar Law, speaking for the 
Opposition, agreed to the resolution. 
He said that the Opposition intended 
to treat the present aitting of the 
House as a war session, as bad been 
done in Canada and France. 

In support of his resolution, Pre- 
mier“Asquith sald, further:

_ It is motiprejudice that revolts Americans 
‘and other neutrals at such deeds: If'the Eng- 
ish waged war against women and children 
in this fashion, we should condemn them even 
more bitterly. “But the British airship raid 
on Cuxhaven was a legitimate attack on a 
German naval.and aircraft base. When Brit- 
ish aviators bombarded “Duesseldorf and 
Schaffhausen they’ confined’ their attack to 
Zeppelin airship sheds. It is.significant that 
in all the bandying. about of atrocity. stories, 
the English have suffered not even from accu- 
sation. 

Morally, then we cannot excuse such at- 
tacks. From the viewpoint of military tac- 
tics, they seem even less defensible. What ob- 
ject’is gained by blowing a boy to pieces in his 
bed op killing a widow as she stands gossiping 
with a neighbor?

AN ITALIAN VIEW 


Professor ODectaree Britain Will Gain 
Regardiese of Outcome of War 


That Britain stands to win most 
should the allies succeed is the opin- 
fon of Prof. M. Pantoleoni, a well 
known Italian; who writes in the 
Giornale d@'Italis on some of the prob- 
able reaults of the war. He bdelleves 
that no matter what disasters might 
overwhelm the allies’ armies, Britain 
would emerge triumphant so long as} 
her fleet was not destroyed. The 
supreme {issues of the war will depend 
upon the fleet. If it cannot be de 
stroyod by Germany it is impossible 
for Germany to win, no matter what 
her armies might accomplish in 
France and Belgiim and Russia. In 
the long run the British feet will 
Prove to Ye the ruin of Germany. 
Already. {t has done much to destroy 
Germany's industries and commerce, 
and ever without a general engage- 
ment the British feet could slowiy 
strangle Germany to death, so that she 
would be obliged to choose between 
starvation and capitulation. 

While the war lasts Britain 1s cap- 
turing German colonies and trade. 
As well she is capturing French and 
Belgian trade, for‘the war ts being 
fought on Belgian 
with the result that many of their 
great industries are at a standstill. 


‘Belgtum has no trade left. Former 


customers of Belgium must either 
supply their own wants or buy else 
where. Germany and Acstria cannot 
supply them. Russia is not a mana 
nation. There remains, then 
Britain, and she is getting most of 
the business that formerly: went to 
France and Belgium as well as to 
Germany. If Britain was the greatest 
colonial and commercial power before 
the war, says the professor, she will 
continue to be so in an increased 
degree after the war is over. 
France's position, he says, ls ezact- 
ly the reverse of Britain's. Whether

If the German proclamation, when 
officially transmitted, corresponds in 
phraseology to the report which 
came by wireless Thursday, it was 
suggested fn executive quarters that 
the course of the American Govern- 
ment probably would be to Inquire 
first of the German Government what 
measures of protection or convoy can 
be expected by American merchant 
ahips passing through the designated 
war sones to neutral ports, and se- 
cond, of the British Government as 
to whether or not it has issued the 
alleged secret order permitting the 
use of neutral flags by her merchant- 
men. A denial by Great Britain of 
the existence of the: alleged order 
would be followed, it is undérstood, 
by an inquiry of the German authori- 
ties as to proof of their charge, The 
suggestion that neutral fags were be- 
ing misused caused no little concern 
among high officials, who said they 
had heard no reports of it before.

NELLES FELL IN CHARGE.

LONDON, Feb. 6.—Col. Nelles, of 
the Royal Canadian Dragoons, Toron- 
to, has received particulara regarding 
the death of his son, Lieut. Norman 
Nelles, of the Northumberland Fusi-

ter rallying his men,‘ charging and 
taking some German trenches, -The 
commanding officer.of his regiment 
wrote: “‘He was a fearless soldier and 
was killed ina gallant charge. He 
Was most popular in the regiment.”

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| BRITISH GAIN GROUND.

| Brickyard Is Captured at the Point 
‘ of the Bayonet. 
PARIS, Feb, 8.—The capture of a 
brickyard held by the Germans near 
Baasee by British troops In a bril- 
Man€ charge and the gaining of more 
ground in the Champagne district by 
French forces by the displaz of much 
bravery are the features of the oper- 
ations on the western front this week 
end. The brickyard was aituated be- 
tween the canal at La Bassee and the 
Betbune road, and was about two- 
thirds of a mile east of Cuinchy. 
From it the Germans were able to 
keep up a galling fire on the British 
nes and {t was the scene of ‘much 
sniping. This success makes the way 
easier for further advances. 

North of Beausejour in the Cham- 
pague district the Germans made an 
attack on the French with about 600 
men, This was repulsed. The French 
troops gained ground in this area, to 
the north of Messiges. 

The district north of Soissons has 
also been heavily bombarded by the 
French great guns and if the oppor- 
tunity is favorable another advance 
may be attempted in this region, as 
soon as the floods in the River Aisne 
suMiciently subside, 

Several minor attacks of the Ger- 
mons near Nieuport were all repulsed. 
The Germans admit that the French 
and British troops have got south of 
the canal at La Bassee and have oe- 
cupled a trench. The Germans are 
launching attacks to try to regain the 
lost ground. 

Between Arras and Rhelma artil- 
lery has kept'up {ts roar without ceas- 
ing. In this exchange the French 
guns have the advantage. Between 
the Argonne and:the Vonges a fog has 
hampered artillery work and the bat- 
tle has taken a rest.

ATTACK WAS WEAKER. 











Last Monday's Assault at La Bassco 
; Was Promptly Repulsed. 

LONDON, Feb. 8.—A graphic de- 
scription of the trench warfares which 
has prevailed on the western front for 
many weeks, is given by the British 
“eye-witnesa” in nis description of 
German attacks on British Hines and 
British counter-attacks which were 
made last Monday. He says: 

“The Germans again attacked 
south of La Bassee canal, but not in 
such strength as on previous occa- 
alons. Fighting began [fn the early 
hours of the morning with an assault 
on a small trench close to the canal, 
This was successful, two local coun- 
ter-attacks carried out by us falling 
to regain the ground lost, 

“When daylight came, however, 
our artillery opened such an accurate 
fire on the enemy, that their position 
became untenable. A stronger coun- 
ter-attack then was delivered and our 
men, rushing forward, not only drove 
the Germans from the trench they 
had captured, but selzed another post 
on the enemy's side of ft on an em- 
bankment of the canal. There were a! 
succession of German posts on this 
embankment, and we had established 
ourselves in one of them. 

“Our supports then came up and 
passing through our firing line hold- 
ing the first of the enemy's posts, | 
rushed on to the second driving out 
the garrison at the point of the bayo- | 
net. ‘Thence our men were enabled ! 
to take In the flank of one of the en- 
emy's trenches to the south, Along 
this they fought thelr way, throwing ! 
hand grenades until they had dislodg- 
ed the Germatis on a considerable 
length, We thus established ourselves 
firmly "0 an advantageous poaltion 
on the canal bank and in adjoining 
trenches. During this action we cap- 
tured 14 prisoners, many woundéd 
and two machine guns. Our losses 
were not severe but the enemy suf- 
fered heavily especially from our ar- 
tillery fire.”

Ambushed! 


A letter from an English corporal 
who was wounded in France on Oct. 
23 has just been received by a friend, 
The corporal writes: 

“Well, we were through the thick- 
est of the fighting between Ypres and 
Lille, We had twelve days in the 
trenches, two days together without 
any food or water, The ration party 
could not get near us, the fighting 
was so heavy. 

“About the third night we were In 
the trench we found we were sur- 
rounded by a much larger force than 
we were. The enemy opened fire, and 
we replied. Then it came from the 
rear, They were in a wood, where 
there was a lot of undergrowth, and 
they bad a machine gun playing on 
us. We lost one officer and a few 
men,.and then we were fired on from 
both sldes—what they called enfilad> 
ed fire. 

“One awful sight is to watch the 
Belgian people leaving their homes. 
Poor ghings! They just tie a few 
things In the tablecloth, catch up the 
child in their arms and run like the 
devil, 

“I forgot to tell.-you while we were 
lying in a French hospital in Bou- 
logne we were visited by Queen Ame- 
Ma of Portugal, and a very nice lady 
she is. I made her laugh. She came 
to. my bed. I put my hand out and 
shook hands. She asked how I was, 
and I forgot myself for the time and 
sald, ‘Very well, thank you, your ma- 
Jesty." She said, ‘Very well?" and 
burst out laughing and sald, ‘I’m 
afraid you're not, but you soon will 
be. You have a very good spirit. 
That's what makes the British Tom- 
my.’ She spoke a few words of en- 
couragement and bade us good-bye.”

Outside the Reichstag there is a 
strong undercurrent running against 
the Imperial Chancellor, who is being 
accused of; baving made every con- 
ceivable mistake, and is even being 
blamed for the apparent fallure of 
military strategy." * 
Somewhat astonishing to those 
familiar with the German Govern- 
ment’s usual suppression of animad- 
versions on high Imperial officials is 
the passing of this open comment on 
the Chancellor. It.{s no particular 
business of the British to help the 
German people apportion the blame 
for the catastrophe their ruling caste 
has drawn on them. The military 
party may have forced the hands of 
the diplomats, and then again, the 
diplomats may have been the crief {n- 
stigators of thé war, believing the 
time opportune for Germany. As- 
suredly Bismarck would not have pro- 
voked a war with the Entente with- 
out having more backing than that of 
Austria-Hungary, the ‘ramshackle 
empire,"" and Turkey, tottering on its 
last legs. Von Bethmann-Hollweg, 
the Chancellor, has committed so 
many blunders, both before and since 
the war began, that even the Em- 
peror’s protection can scarcely avail 
him when once the war begins to go 
decisively against Germany. There 
will be many scapegoats. The Berlin 
Tageblatt, in another issue, ad-

“During the attack the machines 
encountered heavy banks of mist. No 
submarines were seen. 
“Flight Commander Graham-Wlute 
fell into the sea off Nieuport and was 
rescued by a French vessel, Although 
exposed to a heavy gunfire from rifies, 
anti-aircraft guns, machine guns, etc., 
all of the pilots are safe.

the Inster rivers were threatened by 

'the northern and southern German 
flying colimns, which were backed by 
a strong force of infantry and artil- 
lery, The situation wes quickly rea- 
lized, and the’ Russian corps read-| 
jJusted themselves near the Hne of 
their own frontier, backed by Its for- 
tifled positions. The enemy's strength | 
is most evident near the southwest 
corner, where,the network of railways 
around Lyck fs the beart of the battle 
position, 

The new German move has both an 
aggressive and defensive character. 
Von Hindenburg has brought prob- 
ably 200,000 additional men to its 
execution. ‘Their task is to secure 
Protection for the northern section 
of Von Hindenburg’s command 
against the Russian invasion, while 
the attention of the main German 
army is absorbed by the prolonged 
battles requiring to the utmost i{mit 
{ts strength In Flanders and France. 
It {s certain that 4he Germans could 
‘Bot secure this {immunity in East 

Prussia. Had they been able to cir- 
cumvent the Russian columns be- 
tween Tilsit and the lakes the situa- 
tlon would have been serious for some 
time, but the Russlana are already 
adjusted for the purpose now of great 
operations with their front unbroken 
for a decisive struggle for East Prus- 
sia, and a prolongea and stubborn 
encounter is beginning. “ H

ATTACK ON TOR FOILED. 





Force of Turks and Arabs Killed or 
Captured By British, 

LONDON, Feb. 15.—A force of 200 
Turks and Arabs, under German of- 
cers, who were preparing to attack 
the Britisb station of Tor at the en- 
trance to the Gulf of Suez, were at- 
tacked and either killed or taken pris- 
oners Friday by a British force, ac- 
cording to a British official report 
from Cairo. One hundred soldiers 
were taken prisoners, and of the oth- 
ers tt ls believed that nut one escaped 
death, . 

The official report states that fn 
January fifty Turks and two German 
officers approached Tor, believing 
that the place was undefended. Find- 
{ng Tor garrisoned by 200 Egyptian 
soldiers, they sent for reinforcements, 
These arrived,‘and a force now num- 
bering a little over 200 occupied a 
village to the north of Tor. 

On their arrival becoming known, 
a small detachment of British troops 
landed in their rear, and, advancing 
over the hills, made a surprise attack 
on thelf position at dawn Friday.

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WARFARE IN WINTER. 


Lord Kitchener is reported to haye replied 
to one who questioned him recently that he did 
rot know when the war would end, but that it 
was going to begin in May.” Whether Lord Kit- 
chener made this remark or some well-informed 
person made it for him,-it is pretty nearly the 
truth. The war has not been “going on” during 
the past three months; it has been at a standstill 
The forces in the western field have scarcely 
been marking time. They have been stuck in 
the mud at the bottom of their winter quarters 
in the trenches. 
Non-combatants are apt to think of armies 
. _ 88 powerful in proportion to their numbers and 
‘weapons.’ So they may be against other 
armies; but. as against the forces of Nature 
they are no ‘stronger than the single 
average man among them. A million men can 
do no more againit storm and cold and impossi- 
ble-seas of mud than one man could do under 
similar conditions, if opposed by only one other 
man. In other words, humanity, whether’sol- 
dier or civilian, whether massed or individual, 
has its strict physical limitations, beyond which 
it can neither do or endure. Onlookers are prone 
~~~, to forget this, and to ask impatiently why things 
have so long been stationary in the western 
theatre of the war. An impressive answer comes 
from the Eastern theatre in the form of “A Let- 
ter From Russia,’” which is given the place of 
honor in the current Fortnightly Review. The 
writer, among many other suggestive things, 
says: 

“The role of exhaustion in this Polish Ar- 
mageddon will get its chapter in official his-/tre of the war, 
tories.

After 
three days’ fighting at Ortleburg, the exhaustion 
of the Hamburg Landwehr spoiled part of Hin- 
denburg’s plan. A Russian unit near Ossowitz 
rose at dawn, marched twenty-six miles, fought 
an action before sunset; and next day marched, 
partly under fire, for five hours.

Built By French, It Later 
Hands of British. 

It was 45 years ago Nov. 17 that 
Ferdinand de Lesseps, the builder of 
the Suez Canal, in company with Em- 
press Eugenie of France, began the 
voyage on the Aigle through the ca- 
nal followed by 68 vessels of various 
It took them three 
days to reach Suez, gt the eastern 
end, and the canal was then formal- 
ly opened to the maritime trade of 
the world. The new canal was only 
8 meters deep with a bottom width 
of only 22 meters. Vessels could pass 
each other only at widely separated 
crossings and in Great Bitter Jake. 
Passage for vessels, drawing more 
than 23 feet of water was impossible, 
and for vessels drawing 20 feet It was 
to the danger of 
grounding, But the canal at once be- 
came a great boon to commerce. For 
the first time the great storehouse of 
Indian wheat could be drawn on by ; 
Europe for bread, for, on account cf, 
the tropic heat and the weevil, wheat 
could not be shipped by way of the 
Cape, The canal company charged 10 
francs per ton toll. 
500 vessels used the canal, it failed 
to pay expenses and continued to run 
behind for some yeara. The canal 
from the beginning was neutralized, 
but in 1888 representatives of all the 
principal nations of Europe met in 
convention and formally ratified the 
neutrality, Great Britain reserving 
the right to declare that this neutral- 
{ty should not interfere with her con- 
trol of Egypt. - ' 

To-day the canal has undergone 
great Improvements.

BUELOW’S MAILED’ FIST. 


Paper Says He Offers Italy Treat or 
Hard Blows. 


ROME, Feb, 16. — (Delayed In 
transmission,)—The Idea Nazionale, 
a newspaper published in the Inter- 
ests of the Nationalist party, in its 
issue of Sunday publishes a forecast 
of German proposals to Italy, which 
reads as follows: 

“Before the end of February, 
Prince von Buelow, the German Am- 
bassador to Italy, will present to the 
Itallan Government a concrete pro- 
posal for Italian participation in the 
war on the side of Germany. This 
consista of the cession by Austria of 
the Province of Trent and the rectifi- 
cation of the eastern Italian frontier 
by the addition of a strip of land go- 
ing as far as the Isonzo river. In 
addition, Germany will pledge herself 
to conclude a new treaty with Italy 
which will afford protection to Italy's 
Mediterranean Interests, 

“In exchange, Italy is to take part 
at once In the war, She will occupy 
Tunis and belp Turkey drive the Brit- 
ish from Egypt, which will return un- 
der the dominion of the Sultan of 
Turkey. In addition, the Itallan feet 
will attack the’ Anglo-French naval 
forces in the Mediterranean.” 

Continuing, The Idea Nazionale 

says that Prince von Buelow, refer- 
ring to Trieste, made this statement: 
“It Is {mpoasible to give Trieste to 
Italy, because this seaport {ts the 
lung, not of Austria, but of Ger- 
many.”

There is little hope in this of that reign of

“The Thunderer:”

And after fifty long'years since these verses 
were penned it is still “Thor’s Day,” for the 
German Kaiser and people have ostentatiously 
resurrected their Thor, and enthroned him once 
again as their Deity—their “Old Ally.”

The chairman of the Liverpool Underwri- 
ters’ Association recently made the statement 
that after six months of war the loss to British 
merchant shipping was estimated at between 
30 and 35 million dollars. These losses, he said, 
had been much less than were expected, owing 
to the effective work of the British fleet. At the 
beginning of the war it was estimated that the 
losses in six months would total 50 million dol- 
lars. The losscs have been occasioned chiefly by 
the raiding German cruisers which had been 
harrying British commerce. There seems to be 
a moral worth noting here, which sustains Ad- 
miral Lord Beresford’s old theory about the im- 
portance of guarding the trade routes.

TUBERCULOSIS WAR. 


It is said tuberculosis is not a dis- 
ease of ‘the cold, Arctic regions, and 


it must be because the air, while cold, 
is ahsolutely pure and uncontamin- 
ated. The disease, however, {s in- 
creasingly prevalent in temperate re- 
gions. It is still more prevalent, per- 
haps, in tropical countries. The in- 
fluence of race is least of the causes. 
High altitudes have a comparatively 
beneficial effect, both in mitigating 
the disease, and in some cases effect- 
ing a cure. But foul, rebreathed air 
in stores, factories, houses and hovels 
cannot fall to produce tuberculosis. 
In pioneer times, when, instead of liv. 
ing in furnace-heated houses, ‘people 

lived in log houses, with open fire- 
places, as well as being outdoor-livers 
consumption was almost unknown. If 
people continue to live as they do 
now, all the war on tuberculosis will 
amount to nothing.—Medical Journal

MUTINY NOW 
SUPPRESSED 


Bight Officers and Seventeen Men 
Were Killed In 

LONDON, Feb. 24.—An official an- 
nouncement given out by the Bureau 
of Information says that a riot at 
Singapore in the Fifth Light Infantry 
over promotions has been quelled.

“Assistance was rendered also by 
landing parties from British and al- 
Med ships. 

“The disturbance was accompanied. 
by @ regrettable loss of life. . Eight 
officers were among the total of 25 
persons. killed, while others were 
wounded,

ITALY -WILL

A WAR TAX 


Tarif! Increase a Purely Protecttre 

Measure, Says A. K. Maclean. 

OTTAWA, Feb. 24..— The budget 
debate: was resumed yesterday, 
speeches being delivered by Hon. 
A. K. Maclean and Hon. Frank Oliver 
on behalf of the Opposition and by 
Mr. Claude Macdonell on bebalf of 
the Government. 

A. K. Maclean maintained in the 
first place that the Government did 
mot need any additional revenue in 
view of the fact that all war expendi- | 2 
tures were being advanced by the 
British Government. The so-called 
war taxes, he sald, were not being 
levied on account of the war or to 
help carry on the war, but to meet de- 
ficits in our domestic caused 
by reckless extravagance. He then 
proceeded to show how enormously 
the cost of government had increased 
in the various Departments, although, 
he contended, they had a great deal 
less work to do, 

Mr, Maclean dealt next with the 
decrease in the preference. 
That preference had been already 
most wiped out by increased freight 
rates and insurance rates attendant 
upon the war, and now the Govern- 
ment proposed to do away with it al- ;° 
together by adding a five per cent. 
tax. Their action in respect to the 
British preference, he said, had caus- 
ed surprise in this country and con- 
sternation and amazement in Eng- 
land. 

So far as the war stamp taxes 
went, Mr. Maclean had no objections 
so long as the money derived there- 
from was used for war purposes. But 
in his opinion they were not meant 
to meet war requirements, “but to 
meet the ordinary expenses incurred 
by the Government.” ~ 

The Opposition, he said, would fa- 
cilitate the passage of the war supply 
Dill and would vote for a supplemen- 
tary bill if it were needed, but would 
demand a strict accounting.

SPECIAL TAX ON PROPERTY 
IN ONTARIO BY GOVERNMENT 


TORONTO, Feb. 24. — A special 
war tax of one mill on the dollar of 
al] assessable property in Ontario will 
be levied by the Government. It is 
the first time In history that the resi- 
dents of the province have been re- 
quired to meet such a tax. Aceording 
to Hon. T. W. McGarry, who made 
the announcement in the Legislature 
yesterday, the report of the action 
will be as a testimonial of the gener- 
osity and patriotism of Ontario. 

The statement followed immediate- 
ly the budget speech. There is now 
$1,800,000,000 worth of assessable 
property in Ontario and the income 
from ft will be: $1,800,000. It will 
go to Britain and the Belgian relief 
organization.

The amount of the deficit is not 
more disquieting than the actual ag.

It may be asked why there is such 
a big difference between the Govern- 
ment's estimate of a deficit of $698,- 
000 and the real deficit of over $4,- 
000,000. One or two instances may 
help to clear up this point. In ‘the 
first place—in the table of current 
receipts for the year is included the 
sum of $544,491, proceeds of Domin- 
fon Subsidy for the T.N.O. Railway. 
This is counted out on the expendi- 
ture side but it appears there under 
the heading of capital expenditures. 
There is thus the surprising fact that 
an {tem of half a million is credited 
on the receipt side to current ac- 
counts but on expenditures to capital 
account, which thus they should be 
and makes the Government's admit. 
ted deficit on current account of $698- 
000 too small by this one item alone 
of over half a inillion dollars. 

An even more essential point in re- 
gard to this half million item is that 
it should not appear in the accounts 
at all, and the Provincial auditor op- 
enly.disowns ft, With the item is an 
asterisk with a signed note from the 
auditor saying ‘‘No recelptstor pay- 
ments in connection with these it- 
ems.” As a matter of fact this am- 
ount was received the year previous 
and was credited under the head of 
capital receipts. It looks like a clear 
case of juggling with figures to de- 
ceive the public as to the real condi- 
tion of the finances of the Province 
and it is safe to predict that the Op. 
position will make vehement protests 
against a system of bookkeeping. 

The admitted deficit is also made to 
appear smaller than {t should be by 
the inclusion, under the heading of 
capital expenditures, of a large num- 
ber of accounts for buildings and oth- 
er items which, under the system of 
bookkeeping in force.in 1914 were 
made to pay for themselves out of 
the current revenue. 

The net results, therefore, are that 
the deficit of the Province of Ontario 
for the year 1914 stands at over $4,- 
000,000.,and that even the Govern- 
ment admits, for the firat time, that 
there is a deficit at all.

As shown in “The Phoenix” yester- 
day, the total quantity of oats in ter- 
minal and public elevators is about 
7,000,000 bushels, of which only 3,.

From the best evidence available 15,-

ly meet the shortage in seed and feed. 
From where is it to be obtained? 

It is possible there is enough wheat 
in the country to furnish all require- 
ments for seed, but there is certainly 
not more than enough when the needs 
of millers are taken into considera-
